As u they had 
suid, ** worldly prudence,—a regard to lem- 
poral interests, and repetativn, would un- 
doubtedly induce us to obey vou, and to 
desist from this kind of teaching, to which 
| you are so much opposed, but acting as 
before God and following the dictates of 
truth, according to oug eutire conviction, 
we dare not be silent. Can ut be right to 
obey men contrary tothe will of God, so 
clearly made known tous? When he com- 
| mands us to speak, dare we be sileat? We 
have received our authority from God, 
‘through Christ, and are fully persuaded 
lof the truth, by his spirit whic! dweils in 
us, and which attests our ministry; and 
we should be guilty of treason against God, 
were we, on any consideration, to suppress 
his testimony.

Deriving therefore, our privciples and 
doctrines from what we esteem to be the 
revealed will of God, and being fully sat- 
isfied for ourselves that they are e-seutial- 
ly correct, we should be dishonest to vur- 
selves, to our hearers, and to our Ged, 
should we, from any motives of tear or of 
favor, fail to inealeate them. Believing 
in * the restitution of all things, which Gud 
hath spoken by the mouth of all his holy 
prophets since the world began;”? believ- 
mg that Christ will put a/f enemtes under 
his teet, and that the lasé enemy shall be 
destroyed; believing that © God is the 
Saviour of all men,” and that he “© wiil 
have all men to be saved and to come to 
the knowledge of the truth,” according 
to the eternal purpose which he purposed 
in Christ Jesus; believing that all sino, 
misery and death shall be destroyed and 
cease forever; and that righteousness, 
happiness and life eternal shall reign tri- 
wuphant, and be the portion of all God’s 
intelligent creation, according to his de- 
clared will, and bis original intention in 
creatmg them; fully persuaded of these 
glorious truths; satisfied that they are re- 
veated in the Seriptures, and clearly 
brought to light iu the Gospel of our sal- 
vation, we must declare them, we cannot, 
we must not, we dare not be silent. Aud 
we call upon you, and upon all others, to 
follow the example of the noble Bereans 
of old, and to search the Scriptures daily, 
whether these things are so. Alter this 
undaunted reply of the apostles, declaring 
their determination to obey Ged rather 
than man in continuing to teach the same 
doctrines of grace and salvation through 
Christ crucified, their enemies, alter tur- 
ther threatuing them, says the historian, 
‘let them go, finding nothing how they 
might punish them, becanse of the people, 
for allmen glorified God for that which 
was done.”? The people saw and were 
convinced of the miracle, contessed the 
finger of God in it; belteved on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, in whose name it was 
wrought, as the true Messiah and Savieu 
of men, and thus became converts to the 
christian faith; and the converts were now 
so numerous, that the Sanhedrim was a- 
fraid to proceed to any extremities, lest a 
general revolt should be the consequence, 
It is an important inquiry: Who were 
the principal persecutors of the apostles, 
and opposers of the doctrines of the Gos- 
pel? ‘They were the doctors, elders, 
scribes & pharisees of the Jewish Church. 
Separate trom them, and their inveterate 
prejudiwes, their pride and their interested 
and determined hostility, the people were 
dispoged to inquire into the druh of chris- 
tianity, and upon sufficient evidence to cm- 
brace it. And who, ai the present day, are 
the opposers of the doctrine of God’s im- 
partial and universal grace, and its declar- 
ed triumph over sin and misery, death and 
hell? They are the modern scribes and 
pharisees, (and ceclesiastical aristocrats) 
who arrogate all religion, and piety, and 
orthodoxy to themselves; and who proba- 
bly, some of them, verily think that in op- 
posing and persecutipg supposed heretics, 
depriving them of civil rights, and if they 
could, to extirpate them from the earth, 
and send thetn to their endless hell, with- 
out benefit of clergy,—they would be do- 
ing Gud a great service. Yes, and with 
the Bible in our hands, the very Bible 
which they are so anxious should be spread 
abread in all the world, that all may read 
and examine, and understand it for them- 
selves,——with this Bible in our bands, our 
ceclesiastical conservators appear to be de- 
termined to dictate to us what we shall be- 
lieve, and what we shall not believe—what 
we shall teach, and what we shall not 
teach. Separate from these spiritual au- 
thorites, and the arbitrary and undue influ- 
ence which they exert, the people gene- 
rally are disposed to listen to reason and 
candid investigation, and to examine into 
the foundation and the merits of a principle 


or doctrine before they condemn it. But 
their religious instructors direct them 
to an entirely different course, instead 


of advising them, with the apostle, to 

all things, and hold fast the 
they admonish them to take for 
granted that the doctrine of universal 
grace 1s false and ruinous; and never to al- 
low themselves to hear, or to read aby ar- 
guments in its favor, nor enter into any con- 
versation upon it, with any of its advocates.

The historical account which we have 
been cousidering states, that Peter aud 
Jolin being dismissed trom the Cc uncil, 
before which they had been arraigued, re- 
turned te ther own company, and report- 
ed to them all thatthe chief priests aud 
elders had said unto them, ‘They doust- 
less related all the particulars of their 
treatment, with the threats of their pei:se- 
euters, And when the people heard it, 
they lifted up thei verce to God with one 
accord, and ina style of adoration exclaim- 
ed, * hord, thou art Gad, which hast wade 
beaven and earth, and the sea, and afl 
thatin then is.” Thy dominion ts uniwer- 
sal. and thy power unlimited, and ali things 
are subject to thy direction aud control — 
* Who, by the mouth of thy servant Da- 
vid, hast said, why did the heathen tage, 
and the people imagine vain things. ‘Lue 
kings of the earth stood up, and the rulers 
were gathered together agaist the Lord, 
and against his Christ.” "Phas, by inspi- 
ration spuke David in the 2d Psalm dtis 
here shown to refer to the times of the gos- 
pel church, and predicts the vain attenmsts 
which would be made ty Jew'sh aad hea- 
then powers, to suppress christianity. — 
* Por of a truth, against thy bely cond 
Jesus, whem thou hast anointed, (beth 
Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the Gen- 
tiles andthe people of Isrmel were path- 
ered together,) for to do whatscevr thy 
hand and thy counsel determined betore to 
be done.” It may be proper to remark 
that there is a parenthesis iw this verse 
which perhaps is not sufficiently noticed, 
and, on acceunt of which the 
obscure, and sometimes the pussage is er- 
roneously understood. God's council and 
determination express d, should 
doubtless be applied to Christ, amd the es- 
tablishment of his kingdom of grace, and 
not to what Hered and Pontius Pilate, the 
Gentiles and the people of Israel were do- 
ing; for these were gathered together to 
oppose and hinder what God had before 
determined that Christ anomted 
should perform, A small transposition of 
the passage renders it perfectly plaim, and 
shows itsebvicus meaning — Its connexton 
would then be as follows: ‘Fer au truth, 
hoth Herod and Pontius Pilate, with the 
Genti es, and the people of Israel were 
gathered together egainst thy holy child 
Jesus, whem thou hast anointed, for to do 
whatsoever thy hand and thy counsel de- 
termined before to be done.” This agrees 
with many other passages, which speak of 
God’s uncharging counsels and purpeses, 
and the certamty of their accomplishment, 
with whatever rage and violence they may 
be opposed by the powers of the world, 
and by the wickedness of men. ‘ And 
now Lord,” say these apostles and their 
company, “beheld their threatnings.”’ 
It is not against us, merely, but against 
thee thot they conspire. It is not so much 
to prevent the success of our preaching, 
but to bring to naught thy ecunsel “Now 
L rd, behold their threatnings, and grant 
unto thy servants, that with #!l boldness 
they may speakthy word” While we, thy 
appointed instruments, are Pndeave ring to 
fulfil thy counsels, sustain our courage,—— 
and by stretching forth thy hand to heal, 
show that it is thy truth which we pro- 
claim; confirm our doctrine with miracu- 
lous displays of thy power and grace; and 
show how highly thou hast magnified thy 
son Jesus, (whom they have despised and 
crucilied,) by causing signs and wonders to 
be wroughtin his name. As an evidence 
of the divine approbation the place was 
shaken, (says the Evangelist,) where they 
were assembled, “ and they were all fille d 
with the Holy Ghost, and they spake the 
word of God with boldness,’-—and with 
great power gave the Apostles witness of 
the resurrection of the Lord Jesus: “ and 
great grace was uponthemall.”” Dr Ad- 
am Clarke, in his commentary upon this 
last sentence, gives it the most extensive 
application. He says, * truly we may say
